The Awful Aflfair Assuming Stale Pro- 
portions—The Heavily Veiled 
Woman is Iden1ifled»The 


Inquest and Threat. 


Delphi, Ind., Oct. 26.—The "heavily 
veiled" woman mentioned in the dis- 
patches as being the missing Luella 
Mabbitt, was Mrs. Elmer Hardy, of 
Rockfield, who has been visiting her 
parents ft Fort Worth, Texas, and re- 
turned home Saturday night. 


THB OOBONEB AT WOBK. 


The coroner is holding an inquest on 
Green. This is the first case tnis cor- 
oner has ever conducted, and he is about 
as handy at his work as a blacksmith 
would be in a jewelry shop. 
He is 
utterly lost. He is a very crude citizen 
indeed. During the inquest your cor- 
respondent said to him, to-day: 
"Mr. 
Coroner, did you have any hint of this 
lynching before it occurred?" 


"Oh, Tea," he replied, 
morning I was working in my garden, 
when one of my friends came to the 
fence and asked me if I could take care 
of a subject, if I was called to sit on one 
that night. I told him I could and ask- 
ed him what he meant, to which he re- 
plied: 'You will probably have Amer 
Green to sit on to-night.' " 


The most remarkable thing in connec- 
tion with this coroner's investigation is 
the testimony of William Mabbitt, the 
gray-haired father of the missing girl. 
Who testified that he knew nothing of 
the lynching and was not there when it 
is a notorious fdct that he questioned 
Green when the rope was about his 
neck. It is said old Mabbitt is insane. 


When Amer Green's body was cut 
down by the coroner and his clothing 
searched a contract with his attorneys 
was found in his pocket. By this it was 
shown that each of them was to receive* 
$1,000 for their exertions in his behalf. 
One of these attorneys was Judge Dyke- 
man, of Logansport, who made his way 
to the scene of the inquest. As soon as 
he appeared upon the ground he com4 
menoed to bluster and threaten. An oli 
gray haired farmer stepped up to hi 
and said, "Jedge, that client of you 
was a human tiger. 
We know it a 
you know it. He has been lynched, a 
by G—, there is enough rope left for h 
lawyers if they don't keep their mout' 
shut." 


Dykeman did not stay to see the in- 
quest through and has not shown his 
face since. 


THE GOVEKNOB AND SHEBIFF. 


Delphi, Ind.. Oct. 26.—On last Sat- 
urday Governor Gr^y wrote a letter to 
Sheriff Vangnndy, of Carroll county, 
censurmg him for not taking precaution- 
ary measures to prevent the hanging of 
Amer Green by a mob. Mr. Vangnndy 
has written a vigorous answere in his 
own defensr. He says that he had no 
apprehensions of a mob, and that he did 
not think it neccssary to take precau- 
tionary measures to prevent it. If the 
governor knew there was danger of an 
outbreak, it was his duty to have com- 
muuicated such information to him (the 
sheriff), or to call out the military to 
help the civil authorities preserve the 
peace. 


FBOM INDIANAPOLIS. 


This letter has caused considerable 
comment about the city. Regarding its 
contents Governor Gray in answer to an 
inquiry said: 


' Yes, I have read the letter of the 
sheriff of Carroll county in this morning's 
Journal. 
My letter was mailed Satur- 
day night, and I presume has reached 
him ere this. It is not my intention to 
have any controversy with the sheriff in 
regard to his failure to take steps to pro- 
tect the prisoner Green while in his 
custody. I did not intend to charge in 
my letter any intentional wrong on the 
part of the sheriff, but simply lack of 
vigilance, and I think I was justified 
under the circumstances. 
The sheriff 
knew that the prisoner was guarded 
against mob violence while in the Lo- 
gansport jail (not by the miltary, but by 
the sheriff and his posse), and he also 
knew that the prisoner was sent to the 
state prison for protection against mob 
violence, and he further knew that he 
was brought from the state prison to the 
jail at Delphi and delivered into his 
custody. 
I was not aware that the 
prisoner had been brought to Delphi 
until I read an occonnt of his being 
lynched by the mob. The sheriff asks 
the question: "That if I knew the facts 
as stated in my letter, why I did not call 
out the military?" I am surprised that 
one occupying the position as sheriff 
does not know that the governor has no 
right to interfere with the administration 
of the civil law, except in cases where 
the law is overpowered and the civil au- 
thorities call upon the governor for as- 
sistance to enforce the same, and I am 
equally astonished that he does not 
know that under the law he is authorized 
to call out the military himself for as- 
sistance, if such assistance is necessary. 
The facts are, as I am informed, he did 
not have the jail guarded at all. I infer 
from his letter that he expected the 
mob to notify him of its coming." 


The sheriff ot Cass county, who has 
charge of Wm. Green, Amer's brother, 
is going to keep the mob away from him 
it possible. Yesterday he telegraphed 
the governor for permission to use a 
Gatlinggun squad in protecting the 
prisoner, and received an answer that 
no such permissio i was necessary, as he 
was authorized by law to take such pre- 
cautionary measures as he 
thought 
proper. Acc »rdingly he has a gatling 
gun planted in the corridor of the jail 
and will make it warm for anybody who 
tries to break in.

invention 
by Baron 
von 
Schlieben,

lin, Prussia, pretends to 
render it 
not only possible but very easy. 
He 
has applied for patents from all mari- 
time powers for his "wind-wheel to pro- 
pel vessels o: auy kind by wind of any 
direction." 
There are two vertical 
wheels attached to a horizontal shaf< 
fastened to the deck, fore or abaft ae 
the mariner may desire. 
The two 
wheels are self-adjustable in a manner 
to always receive the full power of the 
wind. 
The horizontal shaft moves a 
vertical one which turns the propellmg 
gcrew. 
The stronger the wind 
the 
quicker the vessel will go, either with 
or against the wind, in any direction 
maintained by the rudder. 
The wind- 
wheel can be used for producing elec- 
tricity for lighting or other purposes. 
Vessels supplied with such a propeller 
will require neither sails nor masts. 
The management of the ship will be 
very little work, as the wind-wheel can 
be turned off by a lever movable with 
one hand.

and taken to the Northwestern Rail- 
road depot. 
At that time it was a com- 
mon thing to meet people on the trains 
in charge of the bodies of relatives 
who 
had either died 
in camp, 
ou 
the battlefield, or in the 
hospital. 
He had some difficulty in 
getting 
transportation, as the trains were all 
crowded, but finally got the coffin on a 
flat car. 
It was marked 
head and 
foot," as was usual at that time. 
In 
reply to the objei tion of the railroad 
authorities that there was no room for 
the supposed corpse save on a platform 
car, where it would be exposed, he re- 
plied 
that 
that 
would 
be 
of 
no 
consequence; 
it 
was 
important 
to 
get the coffin to Monck's Comer at 
once so that it 
might 
be 
buried. 
The train 
finally 
reached 
Monck's 
Corner. 
He secured a wagon and two 
negroes helped him tx> take the casket 
;o the grave-yard, where it was buried. 
No one knew the place of burial save 
himself and those who assisted at the 
burial, and these latter tl}ought they 
were burying a corpse. 
After having 
lone this the gentleman returned to 
duty and served until the surrender. 
Had he been killed the silver would 
probably have remained buried to this 
day.

went to Monck's Corner and disinterred 
his valuable coffin, and so laved his 
silTor.

file Extinct Anstralian Lion. 


It has long been a disputed point, and 
indeed a vexed question, as to whether 
the so-called great Australian lion ever 
existed. 
Some interesting discoveries, 
however, have been recently made in 
j the Wellington 
caves. 
New 
South 
Wales, of undoubted remains of this 
• animal. 
The I ones are at present de- 
posited in the mines department mu- 
seum, Sydney, and consist of several 
i very complete jawbones containing the 
' teeth in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion. 
Prior to being publicly exhib- 
ited they were submitted to the in- 
spection of Prof. Sir Richard Owen, of 
the British museum, and his opinion is 
that the animal was a marsupial or 
pouch-beariug lion, fully equal in size 
to the existing African species. 
Dis 
i coveries of leoniiio remains have at 
j various times been made in New South 
I Wales, and also in Victoria, and the 
specimens in (jue8:i()n art- well pre- 
served. 
They have been 
excavated 
from })08t-pl<'i0ceue deposits, and in 
connection with them were the remains 
of what are known as tixe Tasmanian 
tiger and the Tasn^anian devil. 
An 
equally interesting fact is that Prof. 
Owen, wiien refe^rring many years ago 
to the herbivorous characteristics of 
the "Australian Diprotodon,"expressed 
his convii;tion that some large carnivo- 
rous animal must have been coexistent 
with him, to keep the race in check, 
and that probably lions then inhabited 
Australia, z hypothesis which has been 
fxilly verified. 
These facts are inter- 
esting, as helping to establish the fact 
of the exi.sti^nce in former ages of the 
lion in Australia.— Chaniberj^' JournaL

POPULAR SCIENCE, 


PETBIPIED lobstei-B, clamB, turtles, 
and the like are found in great abun- 
dance in the Santa Catalina Mountains 
in Arizona, at a height of nearly 10,- 
000 feet above the level of the sea. 


Two SKELKTONS dug Up Several 
months ago in a cave near Orneau, in 
Belgium, appear to belong to the oldest 
race of which any record exists. These 
prehistoric individuals were 
contem- 
porary \*-ith the mammoth, and in- 
habited the country before the great 
ice age. They were short and thick-set, 
with broad shoulders, 
.supporting a 
long and narrow head, 
with an ex- 
tremely iow forehead. 


THE International Institute of Sta- 
tistics has just had a convention in 
Kome, and one of the most interest- 
ing points it established is the fact that 
the di^ath rate in Europ" has been 
very much reduced during the past 
century. 
People are living longer and 
are more healthy than they were one 
hundred years ago, and this happy re- 
sult is attributed to the progress of 
medical science, and especially to the 
energetic sanitary measures that have 
been adopted everywhere. 


THE particular office of flies appears 
to be the consumption of those dead 
and minute animals whose decaying 
myriads would otherwise poison the 
air. 
It was a remark of Linnteus that 
three ilies could consume a dead horse 
sooner than a lion could. He doubtless 
included the families of these three 
iiies. 
A single fly, the naturalist tells 
us, will sometimes 
produce 
20,0U0 
larv®, each of which, in a few days, 
may be the parent of another 20,000, 
and thus the descendants of three flies 
will devour an animal 
much larger 
than a horse. 


DK. HELLMAKN'S 
researches show 
that in Schleswig-Holstein, 
daring a 
period of ten years, of all the buildings 
struck by lightning only nine per cent. 
of those with "hard" roofing caught 
fire, while 68 per cent, of those with 
"soft" roofing caught 
fire. 
The risk 
from lightning to churches and bell 
towers was thirty-nine times, and to 
windmills fifty-two times greater than 
to ordinary hard-roofed buildings. The 
danger irom lightning decreases also 
with the increase of the number of 
houses in a given district. 
In the rural 
districts of Prussia the risk is five times 
greater than in the cities. It was found 
that the geological features of the 
ground had much to do with the fre- 
quency of lightning strokes, flat and 
moist lands, especially with loam, be- 
ing most exposed to the deadly thun- 
der-bolt. 


AT a recent meeting of the Physio- 
logical ¡Society of Berlin, it was stated 
that when the bee has filled the cell 
either with pure honey or a mixture of 
pollen-dough and honey, and has com- 
pleted the lid, a drop of formic acid 
obtained from 
the poison-bag con- 
nected with the sting is added to the 
honey by perforating the lid with the 
sting. 
Is'umeroua 
experiments 
show 
that this formic acid j»reserves honey 
and every other solution from fermen- 
tation. 
If this be well established, it 
will show that the sting and the }>oison 
apparatus of the bee has a further pur- 
pose than that of a defejisive or offens- 
ive weapon. 
Another interesting fact 
suggests itself in connection with this. 
So far as is known, most of the insects 
that have stinging apparatus similar to 
that cf the bee are collectors and 
storers of honey. 


Old Calffornfii Hotels.

men, tiiat when minors and others had 
personal differences to settle they used 
to offer their services to the proprietor 
of the Clean Shirt, who paid well for 
a fight, the money going to the winner. 
Of course these exhibitions were given 
in private quarters and none but guests 
and their frieuds wore admitted. The 
Golden Eagle next enhanced its attract- 
iveness by knocking out one end of its 
dining-room and building on a stage 
and a green-room and otiier like acces- 
tiories, and liad viiriety performances at 
every meal. 
Women were scarce in 
that part of the country and the Golden 
Eagle's half-dozen serio-comics, which 
came on from the Lord knows wliere, 
proved a great card, a bettc-r one than 
the Clean Shirt with all its ingenuity 
could play. 
One day, however, a des- 
perado went into the Clean Shirt and 
.shot a bartender, a phenomenon which 
made her famous and placed her far 
ahead of the Golden Eagle in the esti- 
mation of the traveling public. But 
the proprietor of the Eagle was an in- 
genious, enterprising cuss and saw his 
opportunity.

Holidays In Japnk 
lira. H. H. Thompson, writing in 


the Cosmopolitan 
of the holidays of 
the Japanese, says New Year's day is 
not altogether a holiday. 
The na- 
tional idea of justice is shown by the 
law requiring all debts to be adjusted 
at the beginning of the year. 
There- 
fore, no one gives himself up to unre- 
strained enjoyment on this day until 
his accounts are satisfactorily arranged. 


On this dav, for which we had beec 
impatiently waiting, we prepared to g< 
everywhere 
and 
see 
everything. 
Festive preparations had been going 
on for many days, such as thoroughlv 
renovating and cleaning houses, plant- 
ing evergreen and bamboo brancheb 
along the streets and on either side of 
the 
vestibules 
or doorways. 
The 
bakeries were teeming with delicacies. 
Professional rice-pounders, with their 
immense mortars and pestles, were 
hurryinsr from house to house. Flowers 
and ornamental shrubs of exquisite 
varieties were sold on every street, and 
shops displayed their daintiest wares 
and toys. 


An interesting custom prevails in 
preparing the home feast—to provide 
a liberal supply of food for the poorer 
neighbor. 
Each house, too, must be 
decorated, which is not a difficult task 
in this ever-blooming land. 
Every 
house and street was brilliantly il- 
luminated for the inauguration of the 
new year; in fact, the entire city, bay, 
and adjoining 
country presented a 
brilliancy that we never saw equaled. 
During the morning a Sabbath-like 
stillness prevails, while accounts are 
being adjusted. 
Indeed, it has been 
said that New Year's day is the only 
Sabbath of Japan. 
After that, all is 
astir; every one in festive garments 
and with 
smiling face 
exchanging 
polite greetings. 


The Japanese are well trained in the 
laws of good breeding, and, in their 
several grades, seldom offend the rules 
of etiquette. According to these rules, 
a joyous freedom is extended to every 
one on this day of days. 
Various 
styles of reception-cards are carried 
through 
the 
streets 
on 
elegant 
lacquered trays by obsequious serv- 
ants. It is the custom of Japanese 
merchants to send as gifts to the 
families of their customers beautiful 
fans and toys of exquisite designs. 


One of the most popular amuse- 
ments of the day is masquerades, in 
which parents, children, and servants 
delight in puzzling one another by 
personifying various families of rank. 
Here and there fathers, with the big 
and little boys, are intent upon the use 
of the top, with which they are very 
expert, while groups of pretty girls 
and young women ])Iay merrily with 
battledore and shuttlecock. 
At one 
time Ave were mystified by sweet, 
musical sounds in the air, resembling 
those proceeding from an iEolian harp, 
and discovered that these came from a 
great number of kites flying over the 
city. 
Our Japanese tcacher and inter- 
jjreter explained this mystery by show- 
ing us a strip of fine bamboo stretched 
across the frame of the kite. 


-Bunciuets are spread in the streets 
for the police, and for the benefit of 
those that prefer 
this repast to the 
more private dinner at home. Buckets, 
barrels, and porcelain jars are every- 
where overflowing 
with new 
saki, 
which everybody drinks, and yet, to 
the credit of these people, be it said, 
there is little drunkenness. 
Far into 
the night some religious ceremony is 
enacted by the head of each house- 
hold, and by the priests in their public 
temples which all evil spirits brooding 
about on wrong intent are said to be 
exorcised; and thus the day is ended. 


Cool Rejoinders.

1)E. HF.LLMtss's researches show 


that in rlchleswig-Holstein. dnring a 
period of ten year*, of all the buildings 
struck by lightning only nine I»T cent. 
3f those with "hard" roofing caught 
fire, while 6« per cent of those with 
"soft" rooting caught fire. Ihe risk 
from liphtning to churches and bell 
towers TM thirty-nine times, and to 
windmills tiflj-two times greater than 
to ordinary hard-roofed buildings. Ihe 
danger from lightning decreases also 
with the increase of the numl«r of 
houses in a given district. In the rural 
districts of jVrn»iatb» risk i» five times 
greater than in the cities. It was fonnd 
that the geological features of the 
ground had mnch to do with the fre- 
quency of lightning strokes, rial and 
moist landa, especially with loam, be- 
ing moot exposed to the deadly thun- 
der-bolt. 


AT a recent meeting of the Physio- 


logical Society of B.-rlin. it was stated 
that when the bee has filled the cell 
either with pare honey or s mixture of 
pollen-dough and honey, and has com- 
pleted the lid. a .Irop of formic acid 
obtained from 
the poison-bag con- 


nected with the atinr; is added to the 
honey by iierf"r.iting tlm lid with the 
sting' Numerous exjierirnents show 
that this formic acid preserve* honey 
and every other solution from fermen- 
tation, 'if this lie well established, it 
will allow that the sting and tb- poison 
apparatus of the l>ee has a further par- 
pose than that of a defensive or offens- 
ive weapon. Another interesting fact 
s-ignests itself in connection with this. 
So far as is known, most of the insects 
thst have stinging apparatus similar to 
that rf the bee are collectors and 
storers of honey.

Professional rice-i»ounders, with their 
imme ise mortars and pestles, were 
h-irrvini from bouse h> house.
